Therefoze our expꝛeſſe pleaſure and ſtreight com 
maundement is, as reaſon allo doth require,that the ſaid Cuſtomes oꝛ Sublidies vpon euery Conne of 
wine, in their ſeueral natures, as befoze be continued and paide: and that euery article, clauſe,⁊ bꝛaunch 
 pfthe ſame Statute, and euery foꝛfaiture and penaltie be from hentetoꝛth ( and till the ſame Acte be a⸗ 
gaine renued by Parliament, which foz ome neceſſary occaſions hath bene foꝛboꝛne foz a time, but ment 
to be called) duely perfozmed,obſerued and kept, as fully and effectually as if the ſame Statute had lon- 
ger continuance, And that in all ſuch pointes, wherein queſtion may grow vpon this our Pꝛoclamation, 
the wozdes of the fozeſaid Acte ſhall expound and declare our pleaſure and meaning in that behalfe. And 
albeit we doubt not of the good contoꝛmitie of all our louing Subiects, to obey this our oder and com- 
maundement, and therein to followe the example of this our Kealmeof England, where the like Cu- 
ſtomegand greater no difference being made betweenethe Subiect and the Stranger that bing in 
the wines are leuird without contradittion, oꝛ diſcontentment, 02 without either Atte of Parliament oꝛ 
pꝛotlamation: yet yf any one, of a ſtubburne oz vndutifull minde,ſhould ſhew obſtinatie oꝛ moue others 
to diſlike hereof : foꝛ the coꝛrection and puniſhment of ſuch ( yf any ſhall ſo farfoorth foꝛget their duetieg 
we ſtraightly charge and commaund all Maioꝛs, Sherifes, Soueraignes, Noꝛtriues, and all other our 
* Officersandlouing Subiectes not onely to appꝛehend and bꝛing ſuch dilobedient a vnduetifull perſons 
 befozeour Deputie, Juſtice, and other Gouernour ol that our Realme, oꝛ the Gouernoꝛs of the particu- 
ar pꝛouinces: but allo that they alliſt a giue aide to the Collectoz of our Caſualties, and his deputies , to 
leauie,take, and reteiue the ſaide Cuſtomes# dueties to our vie, in as ample maner and foꝛme, as yk the 
ſaid Acte did remaine in his full foxce , whereof you may not faile, as you will anſ were at your extreme 
perils.
